WASHINGTON, (4 The 
long-delayed debate in congress 
on a new labor law starts to- 
day, in the house. 

After the house finishes, the 
senate tackles the problem. So 
it may he many weeks before 
we finally have a new labor 
law, 

The house faces two problems 
in making a decision, and so will 
the senate: 

1. Should 


the Taft-Hartley 


act, passed in 1947, be wiped 
out and replaced by the old 
Wagner act, passed in 1935, 


with some select changes? 

2. Or, should the Taft--Hart- 
ley act be kept pretty much as 
it is, with some slight changes? 

Tho house has two bills be- 
fore it: 

1. The Lesinski bill. This 
bears the name of Rep. Lesin- 
ski, Michigan Democrat, this is 
the bill favored ‘by President 
Truman and organized labor. 

It would knock out the T-H 
act and, with a few changes, re- 
store the Wagner act which was 
the law from 1935 to 1947. 

2, The Wood bill. This is 
sponsored by Rep. Wood, Geor- 
gia Dembcrat, It is backed by 
the Republican leaders in the 
house and a group of southern 
Democrats. 

The Wood bill says it would 
repeal the T-Hi act but it 1s 
pretty much like the T-H act in 
many ways. Organizel labor 
Says it is the T-F act under an- 
other name.
